PETITION OF BERLIN LADIES TO THE 
EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


They Want to Ape the Swell Women of 
London—Sargent’s Painting of Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee Made Much of—Ba- 
varta Claims in Op osition to Ger- 
man Unity—The Heavy Play at Ostend 
Outdoes the Gambling at Monte Carlo. 


Lowpor, Sept. 19.—The coming silver wed- 
ofthe Caar, which is to take place at St. 
Petersburg, and not at Copenhagen as here- 
tofore cabled, continues to attract attention. 
Much interest has been aroused here by the 
story that the Duchess of Edinburgh, 
who is a sister of the Czar and who 
is going to attend the wedding, 
has informed the Prince of Wales 
that she intends to speak freely and fairly to 
her brother on the subject of persecution of 
the Jews in Russia. It is hoped and believed 
that her influence with the Czar may induce 
him to modify to some extent the 
persecution which has startled all civ- 
fliised lands. The Prince and Fri 
coss of Wales are not golug to St. Petersburg, 
but the Prince intends to devote himself soon 
tothe slaughter of pheasants at Lowther 
Castle, Eastmoreland. 

The London Tru states that the recent 
announcement that the Emperor 
and tde Prince ot Wales con · 
template visiting the Chicago Expost- 
tion of 1998 is a fiction of the wildest descrip- 
tion, and it further states, neither the one or 
the other of these personages has ever enter- 
tained any such idea. 

Queen Victoria has conditionally promised 
Emperor William to pass a week next 
spring at the castie of Stolson- 
fies on the Rhine dear Cobieng, 
so well known to American tourists. During 
the Queen's stay at Stolsonfies the Emperor 
and Empress intend residing at the Electoral 
Palace in Coblenz. 

Several communications have been ad- 
dressed to the English papers of late, calling 
attention tothe hard lot of the maids of 
honor of the court. Some writers stated 
that they were employed continuously for 
twelve hours every day and at small wages. 
This has called forth the authorized state- 
ment that a maid of honor is paid $1,500 a 
year, that she is only compelled to be at 
court for about twelve weeks each year, and 
that her duties are in reality very light ones. 

The French papers are making merry over 
@ petition which is soon to be addressed to 
the Emperor William and which, if he takes 
any notice of the same, will force him to 
pose as an expert in feminine costumes. 
This petition has already been addressed to 
the chief of police at Berlin by 
anumber of ladies of good society in that 
city and it is in consequence of his expressed 
Wish in answer to the petition that the dem- 
onstration they propose would cause an ob- 
struction of the public highway, that the 
ladies have resolved to address the Emperor 
direct. This suggestsd demonstration is none 
other than the appearance of these ladies in 
thelr garten promenade, in a costume which 
resembles very closely thatof a mounted 
buntsman, and which, it is said, a number 
of swell women in England are now wearing. 
The object of these Berlin ladies is to intro- 
duce in this way anew fashion in costumes 
for feminine equestrian exercise, and one 
which they think is much better adapted for 
that exercise than the well known riding 
habits. 

There is indignation in artistic circles over 
the lack of appreciation shown by the public 
for Sargent's painting of the Queen’s Jubilee 
Garden Party. The fees received 
during the exhibition of the picture 
have not sufficed to pay the running 
expenses. Theartist was three years in ex- 
ecuting the work, andthe amount paid him 
by the Queen was so small that he losesa 
considerable sum on the whole transaction. 
A similar fate was incurred in the case of 
Lockhart's well known Westminster paint 
ing. Itis believed that artists will in future 
decline royal orders.

BAVARIA’S POWERS. 


HER PREROGATIVES NOT IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
GERMAN UNITY. 

Berm, Sept. 19.—A bitter controversy is 
rising between the North German and the 
Bavarian press on the subject of 
the powers exercised by Bavaria as dis- 
tinct from the rest of the Empire. The 
North German press strongly advocates the 
abolition of prerogatives declared to be 
incompatible with true unity, while the 
Bavarians jealously guard and preserve their 
autonomous privileges. Bavaria has, under 
the constitution of the Empire, an entirely 
indépendent military administration, ex- 
tensive judicial and administrative autonomy 
the control of the posts, telegraphs and 
railways, and special laws in regard 
to personal status, marriage and domicile. 
For instance, marriages contracted by Bava- 
rians in Prussia or elsewhere, according to 
the forms of law in force throughout the Em- 
pire, would be treated as invalid in Bavaria, 
unless the parties should obtain the formal 
assent of their local committee tothe union. 
As the Bavarians are nearly all 
Roman Catholics, this keeps Protestant 
Bavarians within the power of the Catholic 
majority as to their social status and condi- 
tion, even when they have passed into a Pro- 
testant state like Prussia. 

The Prussians are especially anxious to see 
adopted in Bavarie military rules of the same 
character as those in force in 
the rest of the Empire. Against 
this the Bavarian soldiers and people 
strongly remonstrate. The army regulations 
of Bavaria recognize the right of a soldier to 
a public trial whenever he ts prosecuted on a 
charge of acriminal character. Such is not 
the case in the remainder of the Empire, 
where star chamber court-martials are the 
rule. and there is no restraining influence of 
publicity to prevent the abuse of military 
power. The Bavarian soldiers, therefore, are 
deeply opposed tothe introduction of secret 
military trials in Bavaria, and in deference 
to public clamor the Bavarian Government 
has given it to be understood that no such 
change will be made. There isa feeling of 
irritation in Bavaria on this and other sub- 
— I to autonomy that may grow to 

serious. 


THE POPE’S ADDRESS 


THE DELEGATION OF FRENCH WORKMEN 
VISITING THE VATICAN. 

Roux, Sept. 19.—The Pope to-day received 
the first contingent of the pilgrimage of 
French workmen. He seemed exceptionally 
well. Cardinal Langenieux. who 
headed the pilgrims, read an ad- 
dress, in the course of which it was 
stated that in all 20.000 w orkmen were com- 
ing to Rome to express to the Pope the grati- 
tude of the labor world for his rent en- 
cyclical. 

In reply to the address the Pope said: 

Great is our joy at witnessing the order 
of Christian France. We are happy 
that our  encyciical has contributed 
to the elevation of the workingmen. 
Social and labor questions will 
never find their true, practical solution in 
purely civillaws. Their solution is bound up 
in precepts of perfect justice, which demand 
that the rate of wages shall adequately cor- 
respond with the labor done and nes. 
therefore, in the domain of conscience. 
A mass of legislation dealing directly with 
the outward acts of man cannot comprehend 
the direction of consciences. 

»The question demands, also, the ald of 
chrrity, going beyond justice; religion alone, 
with its revealed dogmas and divine pre- 
cepts, possesses the right to impose on 
consciences that perfect justice and 
charity. The secret of all social problems 
must, therefore, be sought in the action of the 
church, combined with the resources and 
efforts of public powers and buman wisdom. 
We note with pleasure that heads of import- 
ant industries already study the application 
of our encyclical, and that your Government 
ig not insensidle thereto. It is imperative to 
act in ali directions without losing precious 
time in barren discussions. Indispensable 
principles must be applied, leaving time 
and experience to elucidate obscure 
points which are inevitable in problems 
80 complex. In your work be 
diligent and docile. Avoid perverse men, es- 
pecially those coming under the name ‘So- 
cialist,’ whose object is to overthrow social 
order to your detriment. Form under the 
high patronage of your bishops, 
associations wherein you will find 
as in a second famiiy, honest 
joy, light in <d'ficulty, strength in con- 
flict and maintenance in infirmities and oid 
age. Give your chiidren moral and Christian 
education that you may receive through 
them, and by wise thrift, a tranquil future. 
Say on your return that the heart of the Pope 
is ever with the heavy laden and suffering.’’

HOLY EARTH FOR THE COFFIN OF THE LATE 
CROWN PRINCE RUDOLPH. 

VIENNA, Sept. 19.—The Archduke Francis 

Ferdinand of Austria, yesterday received a

This earth they were al- 
lowed to take op the express understanding 
that it was to be placed im the coffin of 
the late Crown Prince Kudolph. The Arch- 
Guke accepted the present and prom- 
ised to do with it as the 
donor wished. It appears that there 
is a widespread belief that this earth pre- 
serves bodies from mortification, and it is 
said that the Campo Santo Cesar is covered 
with a iayer of soll seven feet deep, brought 
from the Holy Land, and the bodies in it are 
Stlll well preserved. 


PHUYLLOXERA CN RU SSIA. 

St. PETERSRURG, Sept. 19.—The spread of 
phyloxera among the vines in South Russia 
causes the government considerable uneast- 
ness. Thesum of .o has already been 
spent in preventive measures in Bessar- 
abia, Dut with only the poorest results. In 
the Crimea the Vines are in fairly good con- 
dition, dat in the Caucasus they are hope- 
lessly Diighted.

Murdered His Father and Shot His 
Brother—Train Robbers Captured—A 
Young Girl’s Terrible Story—Demol- 
ished by Giant Powder—A Desperado’s 
End—Criminal Calendar. 


Quixcr, III., Sept. 10.— Peter Wright, allas 
Chas. L. Tucker, was arrested here this 
morning upon a warrant charging him with 
the murder of William Clark at St. Joseph, 
Mo., on Jan. 5, 189. The prisoner, who 18 
colored, confessed his guilt, but claimed he 
killed Clark in self-defense. He was 
taken to St. Joseph on the west 
bound Chicago train. The murder was com- 
mitted in the house of Abraham Nave, a 
wealthy citizen of St. Joseph, and by whom 
Clark was employed ascoachman. After the 
murder Wright came to this city, and two 
weeks ago, under the name of Tucker, mar- 
ried a Miss Jackson, an estimable young 
lady. He has a wife and daughter living in 
St. Joseph, and still another wife in Iowa. 


AN ANGRY ALDERMAN. 


RE CAUSES THE ARREST OF THE EDITORS OF A 
SENSATIONAL SHEET. 

Des Mores, Io., Sept. 19.—A sensation was 
created in this city this afternoon when the 
United States Federal officers arrested A. H. 
F. Zeigler and Mr. Briar, proprietors 
of the Des Moines Graphic, a sensational 
and sporting paper, with a circulation 
of about 10,000. Friday’s issue of the paper 
contained a sensational illustrated article in 
which it was alleged that Alderman Smith of 
the Fifth Ward was drunk and had disgraced 
the city. The article claimed that his morals 
were bad and he should be impeached. The 
Gisclosures were the topic of con- 
versation to-day and the climax was 
reached when the Graphic proprietors were 
arrested. The Federal authorities acted 
upon the solicitation of Mr. Smith. The 
Graphic is alleged to de a 0Diack- 
mailing sheet and devold of character. 
Messrs. Ziegler and Briar will have to an- 
swer the charge of criminal libel. Thelr 
dall has been fixed at $600, each, which they 
easily furnished. An effort will be made now 
to suppress the paper. Mayor Burgess of 
Humma, lo. ,forbad its sale in that city about 
three weeks ago, but acting under advice of 
his attorneys, he withdrew his order. 
The Postmaster at Washington, Io., refused 
to handle the paper and sent it to thegie- 
partment at Washington a month ago foran 
official opinion when it was allowed to pass. 
Im severul other cities in lowa determined ef- 
forts have been made to suppress the paper, 
but so far it has been victorious. Alderman 
Smith saidto-night he would push his case 
against the paper until it would be forced to 
suspend publication.

SOME UNPLEASANT FACTS. 

The Suwpay Post-DisPaTcu submits to 

the people of St. Louis to-day astounding 
information concerning the conduct of 
several schoo! officials in the management 
of the public schools of this city. The 
statement is made in a temperate and 
conservative manner, and if the revela- 
tions appear sensational, it is not due to 
any coloring put upon them, but to the 
facts themselves and the actions and tes- 
timony of the men responsible for their 
existence. 
It is shown that scandalous gossip con- 
cerning lady teachers of the public schools 
has been made the pretext for secret inves- 
tigations into their characters and lives, for 
the practice of a system of espionage over 
their movements by means of private de- 
tectives. The President of the School 
Board admits that he has instituted such 
investigations and has paid detectives out 
of his own pocket to spy upon teachers 
whom he has deen led to sus- 
pect of immorality by the tales 
of scandal mongers. The Superintendent 
of the public schools commends this course 
of action on the part of President MILLER 
and joins with him in the endorse- 
ment of a proposition to place a secret 
service fund at the disposal of the School 
Board or of some responsible official for 
the purpose of establishing and maintain- 
ing a more thorough spy system. 

The admission that lady teachers are 
placed under the disgrace of suspicious 
espionage and secret surveillance and the 
preposterous proposition to place it in the 
power of any man or set of men to blacken 
reputations and promote scandals through 
a secret service fund are sufficiently shock - 
ing. But a worse feature of the case is 
that the cause of this discreditable condi- 
tion of things, by which many good and 
faithful women are subjected to the degra- 
dation of underhand espionage, is the re- 
ported misconduct of a few female teach- 
ers, which is known to the directors of 
the School Board, but who, despite this 
fact, manage to retain the choicest posi- 
tions. When school d irectors refuse to 
deal honestly with those under the heavi- 
est suspicion, but make their scandals the 
excuse for disgracing an honorable calling, 
the situation becomes outrageous. In this | 
connection the explanations of certain 
directors are subject to further testimony 
which will be submitted later. 

The Scnpay Post-DisPatcse lays bare 
these unpleasant facts solely to promote 
the best interests of the public schools. 
St. Louisans should know the whole truth 
about their management in order that their 
sense of responsibility may be aroused, 
and that they may be led to give intelligent 
attention to school matters and may take 
vigorous means to secure the right men for 
school directors.

GOVERNMENT RAIN -MAKING. 


Man has extorted from a Nature so many 
of her secrets and in the struggle for exist- 
ence has defied or apparently controlled 
her forces at so many points that the pub- 
lic, expectant of new triumphs in that di- 
rection, are watching the rain -making ex- 
periments with wondering interest if not 
with child-like confidence in the result. 

The sole ground of expectancy in this 
case is the fact that great battles, since the 
invention of flroarms and heavy ordnance, 
have generally seemed to bring rain-storms 
to the vicinity. If the ‘‘post hoc ergo 
propter hoc“ inference were not an extra 
hazardous premise to reason from, we 
might conclude that, by sending the army 
to fighta sham battle on the spot, we 
could break a drouth and bring needed 
rain to any section of the country. But 
even if our Government had already 
established the fact that in certain condi- 
tions of the atmosphere the tremendous 
churning itgets froma great battle will 
cause it to precipitate on the spot all the 
moisture it holds, and to attract more 
from a distance, the battle would still de 
in vain if the required condition of the 
atmosphere wore not present. 


It may be that atmospheric concussions 


of electric shocks and disturbances which | 
have much to do with the course of humid 
currents and with the accumulation and 
precipitation of their moisture upon a par- 
ticular district. But we know that violent 
electric storms sometimes pass over 
drouthy districts unattended by any con- 
siderable precipitation, and we know that 
no amount of churning will produce butter 
when the churn is not properly charged. 
The laws which render some well defined 
districts rainiless forever and some wet or 
dry at stated seasons, are well understood, 
and it is equally well understood that the 
causes of eternal drouth in the one case 
and of alternate wet and dry seasons in the 
other, are such as cannot be eliminated or 
changed in their operation by any power 
but that which made the everiasting hills 
and which controls the winds. 

The fact that the rain falls alike upon 
the just and upon the unjust is a pretty 
sure indication that even the righteous 
cannot get more than their pro rate of it 
by praying for K. Its distributseen over 
the earth is controlled by a higher intelli- ;

Not until 
Senator Fawn at the head of such a 
syndicate had acquired a vast body of arid 
lands in Western Texas did the Govern- 
ment send its rain-makers out there to 
test the possibility of diverting rains from 
more favored and fertile districts to the 
parched deserts owned by the Farwell syn- 
dicate. 8 

Tae American people are boasting over 
their prosperity in contrast with the dis- 
tress of Europe, and are congratulating 
themselves upon the prospect of selling 
food at high prices to the famine-stricken 
people of the old world. This spirit of 
pride and congratulation over gains which 
result from the accidental misfortunes of 
others is perhaps in some. measure excusa- 
ble, but is there no call for charity in the 
situation? The people ofa great, rich 
country, with overflowing granaries, to 
which the people of other lands must come 
to buy their food, should be willing to 
give to the starving poor of any country. 
Americans cannot afford to grind the faces 
of the unfortunate. They represent prin- 
ciples which demand a substantial expres-

No Government Funds Available to 
Pay Indian Claims.

MEANWHILE SECRETARY FOSTER’S 
FINANCIAL “PINCH” CONTINUES. 


Department Red Tape Dllustrated—A Rigid 
Anti-Celestial Appointed to a Judge 
ship—Ohio Republicans Want Grosve- 
nor to Keep Out of the Fight—Depart- 
ment Doings—Personals. 


WasHincTon, D. CO., Sept. 19.—Ten large 
Indian claims which the last Congress ap- 
propriated money to settle, and in which 
several prominent Missourians and others 
are interested as attorneys are still unpaid. 
The claims referred to are those 
of the Delawares and the Chickasaws 
and Choctaws. The Delaware claim is 
tor one-half of a fund amounting to $860 ,000 
which the Government has held in trust for 
that tribe fora number of years. The Del- 
awares find that they can use one-half of 
this sum to better advantage at 
home than to let it remain in the United 
States Treasurer’s hands, where it draws 
but a small interest. They, therefore, hada 
bill introduced in the last Congress asking 
that $430,000 of their trust fund be returned. 
Ex-Gov. Fletcher of Missouri acted 
as their attorney, and the bill 
was passed. When the payment of 
this sum was demanded by the Delawares’ 
attorney he was informed that there was no 
fund out of which the expenses of disbursing 
agent could be paid. Here was a dilemma. 
It wasthen suggested that Agent Bennett of 
the Delaware reservation be allowed 
to disburse the fund. This was ob- 
jected to, however, by the department, 
because Mr. Bennett is only bonded in the 
sum of $50,000 and the Government could not 
allow him handle greater than 
his bond. It was then proposed to allow 
Bennett to give an additional bondto cover 
this particular case. Mr. Bennett was con- 
sulted and he did not take kindly to the 
scheme. Hesaw nothing in the suggestion 
but increased responsibility and no extra pay 
for the additional work. This tund, u 
should be understood, must be distributed 
per capita, and it would be no small under- 
taking to pay all those entitled toa share. 
Mr. Bennett further said that he could not 
give a realty bond of the sse required. The 
attorneys for the Delawares said they would 
fix that, and asked Secretary Nobile if a 
bond vouched for by the &. Louis 
Loan & Trust Co. would de acceptable 
to the department. Secretary Nobile said it 
would be satisfactory to him, but the matter 
would have to be decided by the Treasury De- 
partment, as that department would turn 
over to the agent the Delaware money, 
and therefore be directly responsible 
tor its safe Gelivery to the In- 
Gians, and they would pass upon any bond 
that might be presented. This question is 
still under advisement.

Possibly the relations between the League 
and the American Association are a little 
more strained than they were before the spe- 
cial meeting, but the difference is hardly 
worth noting. There is an alternative in 
professional ball to-day. It is: 
Peace or ruin. There are two ways 
of establishing peace; one is to 
compromise on some basis with the Associa- 
tion, and the other is to cripple the Associa- 
tion so that it will seek the protection of the 
League and lay gown its arms. The com- 
promise plan has been abandoned by 
the League. Henceforward its policy 
must be aggresive. but to succeed it 
should act quickly.

miss KATE GREENFIELD HELD BY THE 
KURDS. 


The Shah Sends a Foroe of 10,000 Men to 
Effect Her Release and Punish Her Ab- 


éuctors—Conflicting Acoounts of the 
Story Sent Out From Constantinople— 


May Cause a War. 


New Tom, Sept. 19.—On the 10th of last 
Maya cablegram from Constantinople an- 
nounced that Miss Kate Greenfield, a young 
lady of English birth, had been abducted by 
Kurds in Armenia and was carried a captive 
to the mountains. Since then many contra- 
dictory accounts have been published regard - 
ing this affair and the young lady’s fate. 
The London Telegraph some months ago con- 
tained a lengthy story of the circumstance 
in which it was stated that what at one time 


had terminated in a romantic manner, by the 
marriage of Miss Greenfield to her robber 
captor. The New York Sua now adds this 
chapter to the strange story: News has 
reached Constantinople from Teheran, the 
capital of Persia, that a force 10,000 strong 
had been ordered by the Shah to proceed to 
Sacuk-Bulak, Persian Kurdistan, to release 
Miss Greenfield, to capture the malefactors 
wherever found, toinvade even Turkish ter- 
ritory if necessary and to chastise all con- 
cerned in the kidnapping. 
TIME FOR A HOLY WAR. 

This news has produced a stunning effect 
upon the Mussulman population who believe 
that Islamism has been scandalized and the 
time fora holy war has arrived. The facts of 
the case are as follows:

BY THE GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY. 


A Proud Day for Port Huron and Sarnia 
—Description of a Triumph of Modern 
Engineering—The First Official Ride 
Through the Tunnel—The Banquet and 
Toasts. 


Port Hunox, Mich., Sept. 19.—To-day was 
a proud day for Port Huron, Mich., and Sar- 
nia, on the Canadian side, tor it was the date 
of the formal opening of the Grand Trunk 
Ratlway’s tunnel, atriumph of modern en- 
gineering. The ceremonies were imposing 
and were participated in by a large gather- 
ing of distinguished people, both from Can- 
ada andthe United States. The necessity of 
the construction of the tunnel and a descrip- 
tion of the great work is not out of placeasa 
preliminary to an account of the ceremonious 
celebration of to-day. Long ago the clumsi- 
ness of the ferries and particularly the ex- 
asperating delays in winter on account 
of ice floes, made apparent the neces- 
sity for some surer and more expediti- 
ous means of inter-riprarian transit. A 
tunnel was considered least objectionable 
because the immense vessel interests were 
stoutly opposed toa bridge on the ground 
that it would prove a hindrance and often a 
Ganger to navigation. But the nature of the 
sub-aqueous soll, clay and sand, made the 
feasibility of digging a tunnel a perplexing 
estion. However, it was decided to make 
attempt at constructing one. Two huge 
ds were started toward each other, one 

rom the American the other from the Cana- 

nside. They bored their way, like mam- 
moth moles, down under tbe river bed curl 
nethetr slow trails as they advanced until 
moet about under the middle ot the river. 
It took twelve Months to eat out the passage.

SIR HENRY TYLER’S SPEECH. 

I arise, gentiemen, to propose to you the health of 
Her Majesty, Queen Victoria, the Queen of the 
United Kin dom, Empress of India and sovereign of 
the British Empire. It is a matter of common know!l- 
edge that Her Majesty has reigned fifty-four years— 
tor a longer time than any previous sovereign of 
England: but there are considerations connected 
with her reign far more important and of much 
higher interest than mere length of days. During 
the lifetime of Her Majesty there have occurred 
events which have transformed the face of the earth. 
It is during the lifetime of Her Maje-ty that railways 
have for the first time been constructed, ocean 
steamships deen employed, telegraph com- 
munications by land and sea brought into 
use and ths most remarkable discoveries been 
made in chemistry, astronomy and other 
sciences. In drinking then heartily to the health of 
Her Majesty we may profitably remember how much 
has occurred in ber life time, and should now be 
gratetul that while she has reigned so long, she has 
what is more important reigned so worthily, and 
pained our affections by the example she has set as 
wife, as widow, as mother and as Queen. 

The Queen's health was silently drank, and 
Sir Henry again came in wih a few words 
for the President of the United States. Parts 
of his speech were as follows: 

I am confident you will receive the next toast 
with equal heartiness—His Exceiliency, the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the elected representa- 
tive of 65.000.000 people. The President occupies 
during his term of office a unique position amongst 
the nations.

ALL UNDER WATER. 


The Lots Sold by a Land Company to 
Working People. 

Cuicaco, III., Sept. 19.—Another alleged 
land swindle came to light last night when 
George H. Welton and Alfred F. Dreutzer, 
members of the De Forest Land Improvement 
Co., were arrested, charged with obtaining 
money under false pretenses. The company 
was incorporated early inthe present year, 
and is composed of George Welton, his son, 
Charles Welton, Alfred Dreutzer and Wililam 


A. Cottrell. They advertised a large tract of 
land in Bioom Township, which had deen 
sub-divided and was in full view of the 
World’s Fair grounds. The company repre- 
sented that fully one-half of the lots had been 
sold for factory purposes. It is stated 
that a large number of lots were sold 
to working people at figures ranging from 
$40 to $125 per lot. Mr. Zetterberg, who was 
employed as agent, saysthe president of the 
company showed hima nne tract of land in 
Biocom Township which he represented to be 
the land for sale, and mostof the purchas- 
ers thought their lots were on this tract. A 
few days ago Mr. Marlow, one of the pur 
chasers, became suspicious, and in company 
with Zetterberg and another man went out to 
see the property. After traveling for half a 
day they found the lots, but they were under 
two feet of water. On finding that they had 
been taken in,Agent Zetterberg quit tùe com 
ny and set out to find if ail tùe lots were 
in the same condition. It did not take long 
to find that they were. Zetterberg decided to 
rosecute.

A Letter Asking Honest John“ Bardsley 
to Help Out the State Official—The 
Secrets Which Are in Cashier Livesy’s 
Keeping—Delays in Starting the In- 
quiry—Political Phase. 


HarRrnisprrc, Pav, Sept. 19.—At this morn- 
ing’s session of the Legislative committee 
investigating the affairs and books of the 
State Treasurer’s and State Auditor Gen- 
eral’s office, Gen. McCamant was subjected 
toa rigid examination. After outlining ina 
general way the duties of the Auditor Gen- 
eral and the methods of conducting the bus!i- 
ness of the department, Mr. Fow,a member 
of the committee, propounded numerous 
questions tothe Auditor General relative to 
the Bardsley scandal. Inanswertoa ques- 
tion as to why Bardsley had been 
permitted to obtain liquor license money long 
after it was due the State, the Auditor-Gen- 
eral said had frequently pressed Bardsley for 
settlement, but had been put off with all 
manner of excuses from time to time. Mr. 
McCamant then showed from his report how 
Bardsley had paid in installments certain 
sums. Moretime, Bardsley explained, was 
asked by the banks in which funds were 
deposited, owing to the stringency on the 
money market. The Auditor-General denied 
emphatically that he had any knowledge of 
Bardsley collecting State taxes and 
holding money in bank for his 
own use. He explained that the 
State Treasurer frequentty received large re- 
mittances with an itemized record as to the 
particular class of tax it came from. He 
stated most emphatically that there was no 
arrangement between Bardsley and himself 
regarding funds, nor between Bardsley and 
any agent of his and he had derived no politi- 
cal or personal gain. 

At this point the committee went into exe- 
cutive session to consider the packet of let 
ters that passed between Bardsley and Mr. 
McCamant and State Cashier Livesy sub- 
mitted by District Attorney Graham of Phila- 
delphia. 

W ben the committee returned a letter bear- 
ing the signature of the Auditor- General 
dated Sept. 3, 1889, asking Bardsley for 3100, 
000, as the State Treasurer is a little pressed 
andthis will help him out, was read. A 
letter from Cashier Livesy dated Nov. , 
1989, told Bardsley that he need only send 
$25,000 and allow the rest to remain until De- 
cember, and there would then be no neces- 
sity for withdrawing from the People’s Bank 
of Philadelphia untilit had finished paying 
its interest accounts. Mr. McCamant said he 
did not know anything about this letter, but 
saidthe penmanship looked like Livsey’s. 
He said he was sorry that he did not compel 
Bardsiey to make full returns, because Capt. 
Hart (former State Treasurer) said he would 
take charge of the matter. 

He said that neither Livsey or any agent of 
Bardsley had ever given him money in any 
shape, and that there was no agreement of 
any sort. 

WOTABLE ABSENTEES. 

The absence of so Many ex-State Treasury 
officials from the capital since this investiga- 
tion began is a matter of common talk. 

Livesy’s absence also recalls the fact that 
if there are any State Treasury secrets that it 
would be dangerous to havethe tid lifted 
from, Livesy knows all about them, for he 
has been cashier or State Treasurer continu- 
ously since the inauguration of the late But- 
zer as Treasurer, May 1, 1880, except during 
a part of Gen. Baily’s term, when the 
ill-fatead Capt. Nutt acted as cashier. 
Livesy first became Butler’s cashier, serving 
through the full term of the latter. 
was succeeded as State Treasurer by Gen. 

May 1, 1882, who appointed

became Quay’s cashier. When Quay 
resigned to enter the Senate, Livesy 
was appointed Treasurer to fill 
the unexpired term, his appointment 
dating from Sept. 6, 1887. Capt. William B. 
Hart was elected Treasurer in the fail of 1887, 
and upon assuming his office the following 
May, he installed Livesy as his cashier. On 
the death of Hart, Nov. 9, 1889, Livesy was 
again appointed Treasurer to fill the unex- 
pired term, and again resumed the cashier's 
desk, when Boyer became State Treasurer 
the following May. He has been State Treas- 
urer once by election, and twice by appoint- 
ment, and cashier five times, his term of 
service in both capacities covering a period 
of eleven years. 
IS THE COMMITTEE SINCERE? 

Another question quite as important as the 
absence in other States of the th. ee men who 
Know all about the State Treasury is the sin- 
cerity of the Investigating Committee. It is 
generally believed bere that it was appointed 
for the express purvose of preventing an in- 
vestigation. The delay of Chairman Smith in 
calling it together, even when requested 
to do so by one of its members, 
and his convenient trip to Europe 
conurms this impression, an impression 
the perfunctory examination of Boyer before 
being allowed to make his trip to Canada 
failed to remove. The public believe that 
this committee has full power to investigate 
the charges of misuse ofthe public money 
ring past administrations, and that it can 
put Quay, Cameron, Chris Magee and every 
person said to have knowledge of past 
Treasury scandals on the stand, unless they 
all follow Livesy’s example and run. 

A majority of the committee are Repub- 
licans, who might feel disposed to be lenient 
toward their former party associates, who 
are apparently dodging an investigation, but 
the Democratic members, Monaghan, Fow 
and Capt. Skinner, have no such reason 
for failing to do their full duty 
in the matter. will they investi- 
gate? Everybody here understands that, 
even if the Republican members ot the com- 
mittee, for partisan reasons, desire to in- 
vestigate around the edges a little aud make 
a report that will hurt no one but the dead or 
those already in jail, the three Démocratic 
members can take the lid off if they want to. 
Public sentiment favorsa thorough probing 
of the State and city financial scandals. Any 
attempt on the part of the committee to pre- 
vent a real investigation would be regarded 
by the public as aconfession that somebody 
was in danger of getting hurt. It is believed 
here that an opportunity exists for a real in- 
vestigation and that nothing can prevent it 
if even one member of the committee is in 
dead earnest.

TRANSPORTATION COMPANIES LOOKING 
TO CONGRESS FOR EARLY RELIEF. 


Congressman Cobb Will Have an Abun- 
dance of Assistance in His Effortsto 
Secure a Liberal Appropriation—Mr. 


Haarstick Considers the Condition of | J 


the Lower Mississippi Alarming. 


Congressman 8. W. Cobb tcuched a ro- 
sponsive chord in the breast ot the river 
transportation companies in his deciaration 
that he would get to work as soon as Con- 
gress Opened, to urge a liberal and prompt 
appropriation for the improvement of the 
Mississippi from its headwaters to the Gulf. 
Mr. Cobb’s plan is to push the matter early 
and get every Congressman from all the 
States tributary to the Mississippi to engage 
in the work. 

At present the river interests are almost 
entirely paralyzed by the condition of the 
channel, not only in the upper division but tn 
the lower as well. As has been stated, river 
traffic between St. Louis and St. Paul has 
been suspended. The entire fleet of 
the Diamond Jo Line is tied up owing to the 
condition of the river at Hickory Chute, a few 
miles above Louisiana, Mo. This, of course, 
prevents traffic between this city, Keokuk 
and all other points to which reguiar 
trips are made. This is a serious 
blow tothe transportation companies,as this 
is generally their busiest season. The worst 
point in the upper stream is the bar at 
Hickory Chute and advices from there 
yesterday were to the effect that the work 
was progressing nicely and that withina 
week the channel would be deep enough to 
permit navigation. 

BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

President and General Manager Haarstick 
of the St. Louis & Mississippi Valley Trans 
portation Co. sald, speaking of the trouble in 
the lower river: ‘‘I sincerely hope that Con- 
gress will readily see into the situation and 
lose no time appropriating enough to get at 
this work atonce.

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“AS SUSPECTS. 


The Lady Teachers of the Public 
Schools Were “Shadowed.” 


Janitors Spied on Them and Private De- 
tectives Dogged Their Footsteps.

President Miller Acknowledges That 
Teachers Against Whom Reports Were 
Made Were Watched, and That He 
Stood the Expense— How the “Reports” 
Were Obtained Not Divulged—What 
Use Was Made of the “Information.’’ 


For some little time past stories have been 
@urrent in School Board circles of a peculiar 
State of affairs in the various public schools 
threatening sooner or later to end in a sensa- 
tional climax. The stories were to the effect 
that a system of espionage over the actions 
and lives of the hundreds of ladies teaching 
in the public schools was being practiced and 
that the janiftors of the various schools were 
the instruments through whom the system 


was made possible. 

It was charged in fact that the public 
echool janitors were spies upon the public 
school female teachers. 

As to whom the instructions came from 
under which the janitors. were doing this 
@mateur private detective business, and as 
to whom their reports of the results of their 
espionage were made, the original rumors 
were not very definite. It was generally 
stated, however, that at least several mem- 
bers of the School Board Teachers Commit- 
tee were aware of the secret watch kept on 
the lady teachers, and that the remarkable 
system of espionage met with the approval 
of that committee as a body. 

The stories of this nature coming to the 
knowledge of the Post-Dispatcu caused an 
investigation in the interest of the thousands 
of people interested in the public school sys- 
tem of St. Louis. 

It Was not thought possible at the begin- 
Ring of the investigation that such an as 
tounding practice as that of espionage over 
the lady teachers’ actions could be possibile. 
But at the very outset of that Investigation 
astatement from President Chas. F. Miller 
to a PostT-DisPpaTcn reporter contained an 
acknowledgment of even a more astounding 
system than that of the employment of pub- 
lic school janitors as private detectives. 

President Miller states that atone time he 
employed a professional detective to 
**shadow'’’ the lady teachers of the pubfic 
schools with the object of discovering if they 
were of pure character; that the detective 
was paid out of his, the President's, own 
pocket, and that the detective’s official re- 
port of the result of his ‘‘shadowing’’ was 
made to President Miller. 

The School Board President also makes the 
statement that he believes, and is backed by 
Supt. long in that delieft, that a 
**Secret Service Fund, to de at the disposal 
of the President and the Superintendent of 
the Public Schools, would be a wise and den 
efcial provision, making possible a secret 
paid watch upon the lady school teachers 
when occasion arose. 

This almost incredible proposition will be 
found a in interviews following. 
How tar the idea may be indorsed by mem- 
bers of the Teachers Committee of the 
School Board, or whether it originated among 
that membership, was also one of the points 
the Posr-DiIsPaATCH endeavored to settle by 
investigation. At various times during the 
pes few years there have arisen stories of 

hool Board happenings which, tf connected 
with the fact that School Board members 
were in receipt of ‘‘secret information’’ 
touching upon the mora? characters of the 
jady teachers, would be Startlingly sig- 
nificant. 

The result of an investigation which in- 
cluded statements not only from the res! 
dent and Superintendent of the Public 
Schools, but also from every member of the 
Teachers Committee who could be seen, is 
given Delow:

Most emphatically it was not, Theonly 
investization of that nature evet made was 
about four years aco, andarose from a scan 
dal mn the ranks of the colored school teach 
ers. Theresult of that Investigation, how- 
ever, showed a most rotten condition of 
affairs among the colored teachers. 

Was a report of President Miller’s 
investigation ever made to the Teachers 
Committee, or to the school Board?“ 

No, sir, there was never any report of 
that nature made.

How the Summer Is Spent in a New York 
Colony. 

Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

New Yor, Sept. 17.—Littie Italy is making 
hay while the sun shines, because the 
swarthy Southern colonists know that pres- 
ently the days must come when the sun will 
no longer shine. He that visits Little Italy 
and looks upon it with unsympathetic eye 
will see only a few tall tenements of the fa- 
miliar type, 4 few small frame houses 


searcely higher than the fences that separate 
their yards,anda succession of great, red- 
dish brown gasometers. 

But thére are other things besides in Little 
Italy. First ofall, there is color. Between 
One Hundredand Ninth and One Hundred 
and Twelfth streets First avenue runs near 
the East River, so that the inhabitants al- 
ways have a glimpse of restless blue waters 
overarched with restful blue skies. Then, 
no resident of this region is content with 
garments of one hue. The modistes of Littie 
Italy are not ashamed to produce a bonnet 
with four out of the seven prismatic tints, 
and as for kerchiefs they are of every imag- 
nadie hae. The very infants n arms are 
clad in red, green and blue. Even the 
vegetables seem to be chosen withan eye to 
color. There are the reddest of red peppers, 
the gayest of red and green tomatoes and the 
most vivid of melons. 

Everybody in Little Italy tries to live as if 
the climate of New York werethat of the 
Mediterranean shore. That is the key to 
Italian life in this city. Tenement houses 
are not to the Italians the dreadful human 
pi -holes that they seem to persons of 
other nationalities, because the Italians pass 
very little time within doors. The sidewalk 
is the common reception room for the whole 
neighborhood. Old women knit, young folks 
make love and babies are suckled on the side- 
walk. When the noon meal has been eaten 
worktngmen while away what ts left of their 
nooning at cards in the open air. The banker 
sitsin front of his door. The baker works 
with doors and windows wide open, and 
Gries his tempting dainties on the sunny 
window sl. Thick-necked, dark-skinned 
littie Pepita, who will be a mother at 15,8 
grandmother at 30 anda wrinkled crone at 40 
plats her black locks in the sunshine and 
wonders how soon Pietro, playing marbies 
over the way, will be old enough to think 
her more interesting than a top or glass 
alley. 

Everybody wears earrings, from the old 
woman whose cheap finery seems a part of 
herself, to the child of 2 whose neck is 80 
short that the dangling jewels actually 
touch its shoulders. There is everywhere 
the soft touch of the South. It takes away 
from the tenement-houses a little of their 
ugliness. It half hides the squalor of hut or 
hovel. It closes one’s eyes to the filth. Ev- 
erybody loves to bask inthe sunshine. Even 
the willful climate of New York bends to the 
soft persuasion of these Southern ways, 
and one is glad that a Lombardy popiar 
on Ward’s Isitand waves in full sight 
a sweet encouragement to the Italian imag- 
mation. 

By and by the November rains will come, 
and the knitters and lovers and babies will 
detake themselves to the tenement -houses to 
wait in sorrow forthe spring. When Janu- 
ary winds are blowing coldest all who can 
will stay indoors and dream of the coming 
time when the Knitters shall again take their

THE ROMANTIC CAREER OF A SOLDIER 
OF FORTUNE. * 


Deadly Feud Between President Dias and 
Gen. Sandoval — Once Schoolmates, 
Now Bitter Enemies—Nothine Left of 
the Latest Attempted Uprising But the 
Smoke—Sketch of a Stirring Life. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 19.—Juan Maco- 
rito arrived here to-day from the town of 
Nier, Mexico. He states that the Mexican 
revolutionists were overtaken north of tha 
place yesterday by Government troops and 
that a battle ensued, in which several on 
both sides were killed and wounded. Catrino 
Garza, one of the leaders of the revolution, 
was seriously shot and tben banged to a tree. 
Gen. Ruiz Sandoval, the otber leader, es- 
caped to the mountains with a few followers. 
He is Deing pursued and will be captured. 

Gen. Sandoval is a man of powerful infiu- 
ence in the Republic. He is a born leader of 
men and is feared and hated by Presicent 
Diag. He wasthe promoter of the turmoil 
along the Rio Grande about a year aco, and 
was arrested upon the charge of violating the 
neutrality laws of this country. He was tried 
in this city and acquitted. He immediately 
went to Rio Grande City and has been at 
work organizing the present movement ever 
since. He was born iu the town of Oaxico, 
Mexico, in the year 1856. That town was also 
the birthpiace of President Diaz, and the two 
when boys were playmates. He gradu- 
ated in the National Military College at 
the city of Mexico in 187. During Juarez’ 
Presidency in is73 be went out of the college 
into the army as a Sub-Lieutenant. From 1873 
to 1876 he was against Diaz, who had started 
a revolution in 1870. President Juarez had 
died in 872. Lerdo then decame President 
and Sandoval was in his army. In 18% Diaz 
succeeded in the revolution. Lerdo was de- 
posed and went with his personal friends 
to Moretia on his way out of the 
country. There was stationed there. the 
Seventeenth Regiment of Infantry and 


| two companies of the First Regiment of Cav- 
alry, the latter commanded by Sandoval. 


The colonel of the infantry regiment had 
been gained over to Diaz and wasto capture 
Lerdo and his friends at Moreiia and umnpris- 
on them. Capt. Sandoval personally cap- 
tured the Colonel, took command of the in- 
fantry regiment, united it with his squadron 
of cavalry, and with themas guard of protec- 
tion, escorted Lerdo, Gen. Escobedo, Romero 
Rubio and other officials to Acapulco, where 
they took a steamship to Panama, en route 
to New York. 

Sandoval and Diaz have always been op- 
posed toeachother. Diaz’ personal enmity 
to him commenced with the transactions at 
Morelia,when Sandoval captured the Colonel 
and assisted Lerdo to escape. After remain 
ing in San Francisca a white, Sandoval went 
to New York to confer with ex-President 
Lerdo. In the first month of 1878 Escobe.o, 
Ceballos and Sandoval started a revolution 
ageinst the Diaz government.

He then came to the United States, 
spending a short time in New Orleans. After 
traveling extensively over this country, he 
went to Europe, where he traveled a while, 
returning to the United States and thence 
went to the City of Mexico, where he re- 
mained four months. This was during the 
summer of 1889. Whileinthe Mexican capi- 
tal his every movement was shadowed by the 
police. At the end of four months he was ar- 
rested and imprisoned in the Bellem prison. 
President Diaz then issued an order for his 
expulsion es a pernictous foreigner and the 
order was carried out. Sandoval was taken 
to Vera Oruz and placed on board a steamer 
there and, accompanied by a Government de- 
tective, was landed at Havana, Cuba. The 
Captain-General of Cuba received a letter 
from President Diaz instructing him to keep 
a special watch over the movements of San- 
doval. After remaining in Havana a few 
weeks Sandoval proceeded to New Orleans, 
still shadowed by Mexican detectives. From 
New Orieans he went to San Antonio. 


MEXICO’S SCHOOL SHIP. 


HER NAVY NOW EN ROUTE TO 

NEW YORK. 

Crrror MextIco, Sept. 19.—The new Mex- 
lean training ship Zaragoza is on her way 
from Europe to Vera Cruzandit is probable 
that this germ of Mexico’s future navy will 
stop at New York. If she does Dr. Navarro, 
the Mexican Consul-General in New York, 
and the Mexican colony in that city will 
give her a royal welcome, as President Diaz, 
tne SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
learns, has given his official approval of the 
proposed celebration. He thinks that such a 
visit would de interpetrated as an act of 
courtesy by the United States. 

The Mexicans are not the cleanliest people 
Inthe world, and this fact has caused much 
unfavorable comment on the part of Amert- 
can Visitors to the Republic. The Mayor of 
San Miguel Allende, athriving city onthe 
Mexican National Ra road. has just 
taken steps looking to the re- 
moval of the dirt evil, 80 
far as it affects the city over which he rules. 
Upon his recommendation an appropriation 
was made to purchage soap, and he has 
issued a proclamation that an abundance of 
that cleansing article and water will be given 
gratis to all denizens of that city who cannot 
afford to furnish themselves with the neces- 
sary lubricant. 

Gen. Antonio Pacheo, ex-Governor of the 
State of Morelos, is lying very Ill at his home 
in Cordoba,and his recovery ts not expected. 
The State of Morelos is the smallest in the: re- 
public, but the General’s fame is not con- 
fined to that country. He has for 
many years been prominent in national 
political affairs and his war record ts exceed- 
ingly brilliant. In recognition of the services 
rendered by him to the State when he was Its 
Governor, the Legtslature of Morelos recently 
decreed that a gold medal be given him. 

The flying machine invention mania has 
reached Mexico. A. Farias, a mechanic, uv. 
ing In the State of Chihuahua, has patented 
a machine for soaring through the air which 
he calls an ‘‘aeromano.’’ The apparatus

M. QUAD’S STORY OF THE WAR. 


Sheridan’s Tragic Order to Burn the 
Shenandoah Barns. 


Perhaps no act of war engendered more 
bitterness than the burning of the Darns and 
houses in the Shenandoah Valley under 
Sheridan’s officialorder. When soldiers are 
commanded they must obey, whether to 
charge a battery or burn some gray headed 
mother out-of house and home. While the 
order may have meant barns alone, there 
Wwasa’t ope Chance in five of any house escap- 


ing where the Darn was fired. Only those 
troopers detailed to carry out the order can 
realize what it meant and the hardsbips en- 
talled. The order was imperative—those in 
command of the details merciiess. 

No warning was given, unless the great 
clouds of .smoke rising up here and there to 
signify déatrtetion were taken as warnings of 
what was to come. A squad of men galloped 
up, the women and child were told the 
substance of the order and the match was 
applied. An hour later they sat on the grass 
houseless and homeless, some of them almost 
naked and dumb in terror. War had broult 
a thousand hardships; this order brought 
ruin and desolation. re were tears an‘ 
prayers and eadings, but the order had 
gone forth. ere were helpless old women 
to be carried out of their beds and lald in the 
orchard—old men who were bed-ridden must 
leave the roof-tree under which they had 
been born. One might pity, but one could 
not protest. 

By and by, as we rode uptoa quaint oid 
farm house, half-hidden among the fru!t 
trees, a rifle cracked anda trooper fell from 
his horse shot through the head. The biack 
Pillars of smoke dotting the valley had told 
the people what was coming.

WIT AT THE TABLE. 


Mrs. John Sherman on the Intellectual 
Components of a Dinner.

It has often perplexed me to imagine, 
writes Nathaniel Hawthorne, ‘‘how an Eng- 
lishman will be able to reconcile himself to 
any future state of existence from which the 
earthly institution of dinner is excluded. 
The idea of dinner has so imbedded itself 
among his highest und deepest character- 
istics, so illuminated itself with intellect, 
and softened itself with the kindest emo- 
tions of his heart, so linked itself with ehurch 
and state and grown so majestic with long 
hereditary custom and ceremonies, that by 
taking it utterly away, death, instead of 
putting the final touch to hig perfection, 
would leave him infinitely less complete than 
we have already known him. He could not 
be roundly happy. Paradise among all his 
enjoyments would lack one daily felicity, in 
greater measure, than London in the sea- 
son. 

No dinner would be worth the giving that 
had not one witty man orone witty woman 
to lift the conversation out of the common- 
place. As many more agreeable people as 
one pleases, but one leader is absolutely nec 
essary. 

Not alone the funny man whom the en- 
fant terrible“ silenced by asking, ‘‘Mamma 
would like to know when you are going to be- 
gin to be funny,’’ but those men who have 
the rare art of being leaders without seeming 
to be, who amuse you without your suspect- 
ing that you are being amused, for there 
never should be anything professional in din- 
ner-table wit. 

The dinner giver has often to feel that 
something has been left out of that group 
about the table—they will not talk. She has 
furnished them with food and wine, but can 
she amuse them? Her witty man and her 
witty woman were both engaged elsewhere, 
(they are apt to be) and her room is too 
warm, perhaps. 

She determines that at the next dinner she 
Will dave mechanical adjuncts, even an 
empirical remedy against dullness. 

She tries a dinner card with poetical quota- 
tions, conundrums and so on. 

The Shakespeare Club of Philadelphia, in 
augurated this custom, and some very witty 
results followed. Beginning with Euter 
froth’’ (before champagne), What is thine 
age’’ (Romeo and Juliet), brings in the Ma- 
Geitra. In the lobster stew, ‘‘Who bath 
created this indigest?’’ 

Written conundrums are pretty good stim- 
ulants to conversations, the dinner cards 
might be greatly historical, not too learned.

HOW GOLDEN-ROD AND BITTERSWEET 
MAY BE MADE LASTING ORNAMENTS. 


—— 


A Method for Making Window Trans- 
parencies of Pressed Autumn Flowers 
—How the Milkweed Puff-Balls May De 
Easily Made. 


Cut golden rod with Jong stem and strip off 
the leaves. The stems then become hard 
and woody and readily stand when arranged 
in the form of a huge corner bouquet, tied 
with a broad silken ribbon. The cat tall is 
similarly treated, with the exception that it 
is not bereft of its long, slender leaves, which 
but serve to enhance its beauty. Tie into a 
standing corner bouquet; fasten together in 
the form of a tripod, holding a large, wide- 
brimmed straw hat as card receiver; or 
fashion into a rustic easel for displaying a 
light engraving or painting of harmonious 
composition landscape, rural of pastoral 
sketch. 

Bittersweet must be cut in pieces as long as 
is possible. Tack it above the folding door or 
arch, in imitation of a continuous vine. It 
must be cut before any possibility of frost; 
otherwise the seed sheil will already be burst 
and the dDrilliant red of the berry fades. The 
hop vine, when gathered in early fall, per- 
fectly retains its refreshing green. It is most 
pleasing when festooned above doors or large 
pictures.

Try ox-eyed daisies 
pressed in this way, as a border on a drape of 
crimson velvet. 

An innovation in the use of pressed fowers 
isintbe making of window transparencies. 
This is very simple, merely a happy arrange- 
ment of pressed flowers, ferns and leaves be- 
tween twosmall panes of ordinary window 
glass. The under pane, to which the Sowers 
are neatly glued, should be of dull, green 
glass. When thisis not convenient, substi- 
tute a sheet of tinted tissue paper 
upon which the bouquet is gived. 
The two glasses are joined together about 
the edges, by a strip of cummed paper, cov- 
ered with narrow silk ribbon.

AUGUSTUS THOMAS. 


A SPARKLING INTERVIEW WITH THE 
‘RISING YOUNG PLAYWRIGHT.” 


He Talks ofthe New Idea Which He Has 
Introduced Into the Drama—A New 
Comedy Promised—He Will Build on 
Long Island Sound. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

New Yoru, Sept. 17.— Yesterday on Upper 
Broadway in the theater district a man came 
salling Gown toward me whom but for his 
elastic step I would have taken for Col. Rob- 
ert J. Ingersoll. It was Augustus Thomas, 
whom the Eastern critics begin to refer to 
as the rising young playwright.’’ More 
| like Ingersoll than ever he has grown to be 
inthe last year. Prosperity has given his 
face and form a more substantial look than 
he used to wear when he was Gus Thomas in 
St. Louls. His face was tanned and from his 
rolling collar to his russet shoes he had a salt 
sea favor about him. 

He had just returned from a yachting 
cruise of some weeks along the New Engiand 
coast in the magnificent boat Romona of 
Harry Gillig, the millionaire son-in-law of 
the railway king Crocker.

ROSWELL P. FLOWER’S BOYHOOD. 


Reminiscences of His Pranks in School 
and Out. 


Respecting Mr. Roswell F. Flower, who ap- 
pears now to be the most popular man in the 
State of New York, the old story is repeated 
asto his early days of having been ‘‘a poor 
farmer boy, forced to earn a living by the 


hardest drudgery, etc. 

Mr. Flower when talking about it smiled a 
knowing wink. The writer of this was 
brought up in the same Village with Mr. 
Flower, and knowing him from his boyhood 
is able to controvert that yarn regarding his 
early struggles. 

Mr. Flower was born at Theresa, Jefferson 
County, N. I., and was christened after the 
Presbyterian clergyman of the place, Rev. 
Roswell Pettibone, who subsequently settled 
at Canton and became the friend and spirit- 
ual adviser of Silas Wright. 

The father of Mr. Flower, Nathan X. 
Flower, owned and carried ona fulling mill 
and carding machine at the Falls, which in 
time became an extensive woolen factory. 
He was the recognized leader of the Whig 

rty in that section, casting his last vote 
or Gen. W. H. Harrison and fell down with 
a stroke of apoplexy while pleading a case in 
court, dying at the early age of 8. From the 
social position and circumstances of his 
parents, young Russell had every indulgence 
that he could wish for and this disposes of 
the poor - boy story.’’

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A REFORMER ON WHEELS, 


HENEY GEORGE’S BICYCLE AND SOME OF 
HIS ADVENTURES. 


The Single-Tax Leader Rides a Race With 
Lawyer Ivins and Has a Collision With 
Congressman Tom Johnson—George as 
a Bicycle Poet. 


Henry George was riding in a flacre across 
the Place de la Concorde, Parisin the sum 
mer of 1889, when a French Wheelman went 
whirling by. The American philosophber 
gazed admiringly after the shining bicycle 
and then said to his companion: 

I i could manage one of those things 1 
would ride to Versailles with you this after- 
noon.’’ 

His companion, who was an American 
cyclist touring Europe awheel, was about to 
leave Paris for Marseilles. All the way home 
he tried to induce Mr. George to join him in 
the ride into Southern France. 

Ho far isit?’’ asked Mr. George. 

About 500 miles, but it’s all down hill after 
striking the River Rhone and you can come 
back by rail or boat. 

Mr. George was much impressed with the 
benefitto be derived from such a ride, and 
mentioned it when he returned to his hotel. 
A French friend, a distinguished publicist, 
was present and said:

ond on being caught in the act of depreda- 
tion they led with their faces besmeared with 
ill-gotten sweets. 

Long years agoafter, Maj. Haddock went 
from Philadelphia to Watertown, to make 
an address to the Grand Army post, and 
meeting Mr. Flower, the latter confessed 
that he was the leader in the boyish raid 
on the suger kettle, and the reminiscence 
was heartily enjoyed by both gentlemen. 

Roswell and his bother George were vota- 
ries of the rod and gun, and I have seen them 
descend the rocky path clinging to the 
hemiocks and crushing the honeysuckies, 
ontheir way to the pool below the falls, 
Where leaped the muscalonge at morn, 
and with troliing line and glittering spoon, 
captured the largest fish. 

They were often from four to five feet in 
length, averaging from thirty to forty 
pounds. 

Mr. Flower had the advantage of an educa- 
tion inthe best schools thetown afforded. 
His last teacher was Mr. Addison C. Gibbs, 
who left soon after for the Pacific Coast and 
became the war Governor of Oregon. 

While attending Mr. Gibbs’ school he was 
noted for cutting up little pranks, springing 
from his fun-loving disposition rather than 
malice towards his teacher or any human 
being. It was customary for the whole school 
to sing in concert some religious and temper- 
ance songs from the approved schoolbook 
hymnal. 

One day the teacher heard discordant 
notes, and turning towards Flower he ob- 


served the faces of the tow headed urchins in 
the vicinity beaming with surpressed laugu- 
ter. He suspected the rogue at the bottom 
of the commotion, and the next Gay at sing- 
ing time, he took a seat near Flower, but 
with his back turned towards the latter. 

He then heard bim distinctly singing a 
negro song to the seme tune being sung hy 
the schools. 

The selection interpolated by Flower began, 


“his connection. He married the daughter 


as near as remembered: ’ 
lam going far away, far away to leave you now, 
Io the Mississippi River lam Rete 
III take my banjo down, sing a Uttle song, 
Down in my old cabin home. 

Turning towards Flower, he saw a

Gibbs some years since, while attending 
a Grant reception in St. Louis, told me that 
in New York City be had been the guest of 
Mr. Flower, and this old school incident 
was recailed to memory with mutual 
enjoyment over the reminiscence.

The New Cunarders Will Be Leviathans 
as Well as Racers. 


ACTRESS GRACE HAWTHORNE’S SUCCESS 
IN EMOTIONAL PLAYS.

Lonpow, Sept. 9.—It is dificult to get much 
information about the new Cunard fiyers. 
Both the steamship company andthe builld- 
ers who have the contracts for constructing 
the new boats maintain to strictest reserve. 
Still employes will talk, anda WORLD cor- 
respondent in Glasgow who has been looking 


around the ship-yards there this week was 
able to get some interesting information 
about the new vessels. It was in- 
timated in the WORLD several weeks ago 
that if the contracts for the boats went to the 
Clyde at all they would be placed with the 
Fairfield Ship-Bullding Co. The Glasgow 


ship-bullders pooh-poohed this idea at the 
time, but now they are asserting that the de- 
cision of the Cunard Co. to place their 
orders tn Fairfield has been sprung' on 
them. It was generally supposed that the 
Messrs. Thompson of Glasgow or the Barrow 
Armament *hip-Bullding Co., in which the 
Duke of Devonshire is so largely interested, 
would be the most likely competitors. 

The ground has already been cleared in the 
ship yards and the blocks laid for the keel of 
the mrst of these ocean leviathans. Bids for 
the shafting and engines have been asked 
for. The new boats will be 14,000 tons each 
and will be 600 feet long by 66 feet beam. The 
Teutonic is 556 feet long and 57% feet beam. 
They will be driven by engines of the most 
recenttype up to 30,000 horse-power, while 
the Teutonic is of 20,000 horse-power. They 
will be guaranteed to do an average of 
twenty-one knots in the open sea and to do 
the voyage in five days. A report was circu- 
Jated that the Cunard Co. was going to fol- 
low the lead of the latest American war- 
ships and adopt triple propellers .Thisis not 
the case. The new boats will have twin 
screws. 

The builders were rather reluctant at first 
to guarantee any such speedas the Cunard 
Co, called for. They thought the risk of 
having the boats thrown back on their hands 
wastoo great. However, an arrangement 
geemstohave been made. Other reasons, 
too, have deferred the actual signing of con- 
tracts, chief among them deins the expecta- 
tion of the Cunard Co. that a decline in 
the iron and steel market would give oppor- 
tunity for building on more favorable terms. 
This expectation has been realiged, the un- 
favorable condition of business all over the 
west of Scotland creating a considerable re- 
duction in cost of material and in wages. 
Other Clyde contracts for ship-bullding have 
been fixed while material and wages were at 
higher rates. 

Little information is to be obtained about 
the detalis of the new Cunarders—thetir ac- 
commodation, class >f engines, rig and other 
features of interest, which will be made pub- 
lic later. Ali that can be said now Is that the 
new boats will be straight-stemmed and in 
many re ‘ts similar tothe newest ships of 
the — -American and the Norddeut-

The work of arranging, cataloguing and stor- 
ing these is itself herculean, dut as to read- 
ing them, or searching among them for facts, 
reason totters at the suggestion.

The widely known Jeff Clark farm at Nor 
mandy was sold yesterday for $182,500 through 
Hammett-Anderson- Wade's agency toa syn- 
dicate of St. Louis gentlemen, who have in- 
terested themselves inthe most promising 
investment for profit that has been made 
anywhere in the suburbs for more thana 
year past.

THE PAST GRANDS. 

In 1820 what is known as the Committee of 
Past Grands’’ was constituted.

Lodge 75 cents for the Golden Rule degree. 

Resolved, That .o be charged for dispensa- 
tions for opening lodges viz: $10 for the 
dispensation, $10 for the White, Biue and Scariet 
Legree and Book of Charges. and $10 for the inter- 
— degrees, called the Covenant and Remem- 
rance. 


RAPID GROWTH. 


By this time the self-instituted lodges were 
springing up in various portions of the coun- 
try, and Grand Master V ildey paid a visit to 
Boston for the purpose of securing the union 
of the order in that State with the Maryland 
order. The application by the order in 
Massachusetts to the order in Maryland fora 
charter was soon followed by an application 
from New York; then Pennsyivania 
dropped into line, requesting a 
charter. These charters were all 
granted, and it was proposed to obviate all 
dificuities that might arise by forming a 
Grand Lodge of the United States, to be com 
posed of representatives and proxies of the 
severalGrand Lodges, and that the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland should have the jurisdic 
tion over the subordinate lodges in Maryland 
only, and thatthe Grand Lodge of Maryland 
and of the United States should surrender its 
charter and powers to the Grand Lodge of 
the United Slates, to be thus formed. This 
scheme being ratified by the four Grand Ju- 
risdictions, the result was that at the annual 
session held Feb. 22, 1834, the Grand Master 
announced that proxies had been appointed 
to organize a separate grand lodge of the 
United States. he proxies were: From 
Massachusetts, P. G. Scotchburn; Pennsy}l- 
vania, Grand Guardian Boyd; Maryland 
being represented dy Grand Secretary Ent- 
“isie, who Was elected for that purpose at 
this session. Grand Master Wildey declined 
to act as proxy for Massachusetts on account 
of his position as Grand Master and ap- 
pointed Maurice Fennel, who had been 
elected Assistant Grand Secretary, Aue. 22, 
1823, to act in his place. Here an adjourn- 
ment was taken, and upon reassembling the 
Grand Committee compieted the reorganiza- 
tion, with Grand Master Wildey presiding.

After leaving London he returned to Man- 
chester and visited the country lodges. where 
he was met dy a nunerous body of the order 
who congratuiated him ina highly gratifying 
manner. 

This charter was accepted by the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, and Dy its accept- 
ance the position of the Grana Lodge was 
placed on a better footing. The origina! 
charter had been made todo duty twice aud 
its author Ry was thought to be somewhat 
impaired. This opinion was entertained by 
many of the members, and the exigencies of 
the case only compelied them to accept the 
transfer of the old charter from the Grand 
Lodge of Maryiand of the United States and 
the Grand Lodge of the United States. This 
charter gran e from the Manchester Unity 
a competent body, confirming the original 
charter, forever removed all the difficulties. 


At the annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge of the United States, held in the city 
of Baltimore, in September, 1837, Past Grand 
Sire Wildey was appointed traveling agent 
of the order throughout the United States, 
invested with special powers, ‘‘organizing 
lodges wherever proper and suitable appli- 
cations shall be mace for the same. He 
was required to report all of his acts and 
doings to the next annual session of the 
Grand Lodge. At this time there were two 
grand and eleven subordinate encampments, 
eight grand and 110 subordinate lodges, and 
6,833 contributing members to the lodges. 

One year after Past Grand Stre Wildey had 
deen appotuted traveling agent for the order 
throu -hout the United States he was pleased 
to report to the Grand Lodge eleven Grand 
Lodges, two Grand and nineteen subordinate 
encampments, 116 subordinate lodges, 
with a membership of 54,175, with a 
reported revenue of $46,764.27. From the 
time the Grand Lodge was first organized un- 
til the year 1838, the Grand Lodge metin the 
city of Baltimore. At the close of the year 
ending October, 1839, there were two Grand 
and twenty-two subordinate encampments, 
with 565 members; fourteen Grand and 130 
subordinate lodges with 9,381 members, with 
a revenue of $58,412.22. 

At the annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge in 184, the Constitution was amended 
so as to cause the annual communication to 
be held on the third Monday of September in 
each year. Among the laws passed by the 
Grand Deputy at this session was one recuir- 
ing subordinate lodges and encampments to 
embody in their re „ In addition to the in- 
formation required by the existing regulations

Williamson were appointed and com- 
missioned to visit England for the purpose of 
adjusting the existine difficulties between 
the two Grand jurisdictions, and in 1842 these 
two men visited England for that purpose. 
Proposition after proposition were submitted 
and considered, but nothing was ever done 
to bring about the desired union. 

At the meeting of the Grand Lodge in Baltt- 
more In 1843 Past Grand Master Wm. 8. Stew- 
art of Missouri was elected Deputy Grand 
Sire. He, with the officers elected in 1842, were 
instalied sept. 19, 1843. At this session a dally 
Journal was printed, andit was the first oc- 
casion that the members had the opbortu- 
nity of reading the transactions of the pre- 
vious dary. 

In 1847 the membership of the order in the 
United States numbered 18.881, and the 
amount expended in relief forthe year end- 
ing June 30, 1847, was $410,209.06; while the re- 
ceipts from suborainate lodges were $970, - 
769.17. 

At the annual session in the city of Balti- 
more in i849, which convened on Sept. 17, 
there were sixty-two Grand Lodges and six. 
teen Grand Encampments represented. This 
was the frst session under the present sys- 
tem of Grand Representatives, and upon roll 
calla quorum was declared present. 

At the session of the Grand Lodge in 1851 
Representative Colfax’s resolution was 
adopted, and the Degree of Rebekah created 
on the 20th of September, 1851, which gave 
to Schuyler Colfax the uistinguished honor of 
being the author of the degree. 

AN EVENTFUL PERIOD. 

The most eventful period in the history of 
the order in this country was from 1861 to 
1865, during the War ofthe Rebellion. When 
the Grand ge met in annual session in the 
city of Baltimore on the istu of September. 
1861, the thirty seats aliotted to its members 
from Tennessee, Virginia, Mississippi. North 
Carolina, Texas, South Carolina, Florida, 
Arkansas, Alabama, Louisiana and Georgia 
were vacant. Grand Sire Boylston of South 
Carolina was also absent, and Deputy Grand 
Sire Herndon of Indiana presided.

New York has a rapidly increasing number 
of centers for art study, but the increase of 


smaller schools has of late modified in no ap- 
preciable way the position of the four chief 
felds tor study—Cooper Union, the schools 
associated with the Metropolitan Museum, 
the schools of the Academy ot Design and the 
Art Students’ League. 

These artistic ulves will soon be buzzing 
agein. Already the appiicants are on the 
ground or are filing their applications by 
mall. The Academy school, having behind 
it the teaching ofa venerabie institution, ts 
naturally most conservative in its method of 
receiving pupils.

LONDON’S LORD MAYOR. 


AN HOUR’S VISIT AND CHAT WITH HIM 
IN THE MANSION HOUSE.

He Doesn't Dress as Gorgeously as Solo- 
mon Except on State Occasions—He 
Holds Court and Has No End of Other 
‘Duties—He Will Visit America. -

London, Sept. 9.—The Lord Mayor ot Lon- 
aon isa very great man. Thereare those in 
London who believe that he sitson a small 
throne. There are those inthe country dis- 
tricts who believe that he feastson nightin- 
gale’s tongues and lives a life of sybaritic 
ease. So much is said about the gorgeous- 
ness ofthe Lord Mayor’s parade that some 
Americans fancy him to be unapproachable 
to the common people. He is still an official 
about whom the glamor of red coats, laces, 
tinsel, royal feasts and flunkeys in stained 
glass attituces is yet thrown. He ts the civic 
head of London. The present official is Jo- 
seph Savory. His residence is in the Mansion 
House, built in 1740, and a 
place worth visiting, in the very heart 
of bustling London. An endless 
string of wagons, hansoms and busses are 
continually going by it, with bobbies trying 
to preserve order, while drivers swear, and 
pedestrians who attempt to cross the street 
take their lives: in their hands in the en- 
deavor. It is a very busy spot. Diagonally 
opposite is the Little Old Lady of Thread- 
needle Street, surrounded by all her wealth. 
In a tiny square the Duke of Wellington sits, 
as he has done these many years, on horse- 
back, holding his hat in his hand, in sunshine 
and in showers. All is bustle and confusion. 
Dirty stone steps lead up to the Mansion 
House. A stiff.backed servitor in a scariet 
coat stands at the door and approaches and 
asks each visitor who they want to see.

IGNATIUS DONNELLY’S FANCY TAKES 
ANOTHER FLIGHT. 


“Doctor Huguet” the Latest From the St. 


takes another flight in Doctor Huguet,’’ 
which is artificial in conception and crassly 
crude in execution. On the title page it 
purports to be a novel, but without this m- 
formation in black and white no reader 
would suspect the fact. The author has some 
ideas on the race problem—whether good or 
bad is not now the question—and being un- 
able to get the attention of thinking people 
for them on their merits, takes a gross and 
coarsely fantastic method of forcing them 
upon people who do aot think, through the 
medium of a novel. Nor is the grotesque 
fancy upon which the currency of the book 
depends original. It has been ‘‘worked’’ in- 
dustriously by so many unoriginal scribbiers 
thatit seems strange that Mr. Donnelly 
should adopt it to hang his tale upon. 

Dr. Anthony Huguet, a South Carolinian, 
with no particular object in life, is smitten 
with the charms of Miss Mary Ruddiman— 
designated in most cases as Miss Mary—who 
isatruly marvellous young woman. She is 
perfect to insipidity, like the heroine of the 
old-fashioned romance. She has a most un 
accountable intellectual appetite, unlgxe the

Miss Mary was ambitious. She wanted to go 
to Washington as the wife of a great states- 
man and she was sure Dr. Huguet answered 
to that description. Everything was ar- 
ranged and had not the doctor been de- 
gulled into a discussion of the negro he 
would have had no trouble. But unluckily, 
one day he declared in a company of planters

and was entitled to more than he was get 
ting. This was spread abroad in the district 
by the villian of the book—a very scurvy fel- 
low—and Miss Mary saw that the doctor’s 
chances fer election would be destroyed if 
something were not done. So she begged 
him to retract or at least explain that he 
was only in fun. This he promised todo, al- 
though it was against his conscience. He 
discovered that night that conscience was a 
safer guide than Miss Mary. 

He had a vision—he saw the Christ and a 
great light and when he awoke he noticed the 
negro-like smell. Horrible! The soul, per- 
sonality whatever it is, of the cultivated 
physician had slipped out of its body and en- 
tered into that of Sam Johnsing, a chicken 
thief of some note in those parts, a negro 
with coal black skin who smelled bad. Mean- 
while Sam Johnsing slipped out of his odor- 
ous babitat and invaded the doctor's. 

This agreeable situation was brought about 
only for the purpose of the better setting 
forth of the author’s idea on the race ques- 
tion.

— Since it was purchased the land has 
enhanced in value a great deal, as there 
are a great many suburban homes 
building out in that direction.

Ground forthe building has 
been surveyed, and the work of 
construction will be commenced early in the 
spring with the intention of having it com- 
pleted within a year from that time. When 
finished it will be a very attractive feature of 
the suburbs, its architecture a free transia- 
tion of the style of Francis I., being quite a 
novelty in this section. 

After the asylum proper is ready for occu- 
pancy a number of out-buildings, an enter- 
tainment hall for the amusement of patients, 
a laundry, an engine and boller-house and 
stables are to be erected.

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The transportation of tbe Wüs mann, 
the first German steamship that is to piow 
the waters of the Victoria-Nyanza Lake, isa 
feat which so far has no equal in the annals 
of civilized nations. The entire ship weighs 
1,080 tons, and will reach its far away destina- 
tion without direct contact with the sea. 
This apparently is an enigma, yet easily ex- 
plained. The ship is dissectidle in all its 
component parts, and after compietion was 
taken apart again and packed into hundreds 
of cases, which are now being shipped on the 
steamer Emin of the East African Transpor- 
tation Oo. These cases are billed for 
Seadani, an East African seaport de- 
longing to the German Empire. From there 
on begin the real difficulties of the transpor- 
tation. Each case weighs about seventy-five 
pounds, except those containing the cylin- 
der, the stern post and the shaft, which had 
to be shipped entire, each of these weighing 
1,000 pounds. But they have been so cleverly 
packed that on their arrival they can be 
lifted from their bulls by poles, and by means 
of the latter they will de carried on the 
shoulders of men to Meir destination.
